WAS A BRAVE SOLDIER. 


Tbe Mew Grand Army Commander of 1111. 


nol». 


A. L. Scblmpff of Peorla,wbo was elect- 


ed department commander of tbe Grand 
Army of tbe Republic of Illinois, has an 
army record of whloh he may well be 
proud. He was born in Rhenish, Bava- 
ria, and came to this country in 1866, 
when be was twelve years of age. Be has 
resided in Peorla ever since with the ex 
ception of four years after the civil war 
that he wag engaged in tbe retail business 
at Elmwood. 


When he waa scarcely 17 years of age 


Mr. Sobimpff attempted to enlist in tbe 
Union army, but was refused, as all the 
companies were filled and bis size and 
youth were against him. He then went 
to St Louis, where for three days he at- 
tempted to enlist, with no better results 
Ho was finally engaged as officers' boy of 
Co. A, 26th Missouri Infantry, a position 
he held for tix months, when he was en 
listed and became an active soldier. He 
served In this capacity for a year and a 
half and was with tba company in tbe 
siege of New Madrid, tbe capture of la- 
land No. 10, battle of luka, battlq.pf Cor- 
inth, and all tbe engagements preceding 
the capture of Vioksburg. At the battle 
of Champion Bill, Miss., May 18, 1383, 
his regiment lost severely. Be was shot 
through tbe left shoulder and With 000 
others was so severely wounded that he 
could not be transported. He wad left on 
a plantation, where, after a few days, he 
waa taken prisoner. After betttg confined 
In a rebel prison for a month be was ex- 
changed and gent to Memphis. In the 
fall of 1863, being unfitted for farther 
military duty, he received his discharge.

At an early hoar this morning twd 


booses at Nos. 744 and 760 East DMsioJ 
street were burned and damaged to tbe 
extent of about $600. 


Tbe fire was of an incendiary origin 


and tbe flumes bad a good start before 
tbe fire department was called. 


Tbe two hoDBos were built oloae to- 


gether. One of tbe bouses was vacant 
and It was undoubtedly set on fire from 
tbe outsido. Tbe flames gained a good 
headway and spread to the next house 
which is occupied by Howard A. Bigelow 
and family. Mr. Bigelow was awakened 
and on discovering tbe fire ran to tbe 
borne of a neighbor and an alarm was 
turned In. Mrs. Bigelow baa been ill 
and tbe fright of tbe fire caused her to 
faint and^sba was carried from the burn- 
Ing bouse in an unconscious condition. 


Tbe Morgan stroet fire crew responded 


to tbe alarm. The run from the flre 
house to Division street is one of about a 
mile and when tbe firemen arrived tbe 
greater part of botb bouses bad been de- 
stroyed. Mr. Bigelow bad taken most of 
bla household goods from bis bouse and 
his loss will be slight. Tbe bouses were 
owned by E. J. Strader and were fully 
covered by Insurance. 


A peculiar circumstance in connection 


with tbe fire Is that the houses were next 
door to one which was burned about a 
week ago. Tbe latter house was occu- 
pied by Bessie Fort, alias Young, tbe 
woman who was arrested with J. W. 
Bartb charged with conspiracy to defraud 
an insurance company. It is claimed that 
the Fort woman had bought some furni- 
ture on tbe installment plan and that tbe 
greater portion of It was taken back for 
nan payment. 
Tbe 
place 
occupied 


by tbe woman is one of a row of 
three houses. The first bouse was entire- 
ly destroyed and last night tbe otber two 
bouses were badly damaged. 


Chief Devore of tbe fire department In 


speaking of the fire of last night, said that 
tbere was no doubt In his mind as to the 
origin of tbe fire. He said as near as he 
could tell tbe bouse bad been set on fire 
from the outside. Mr, Strader went oat 
of town yesterday on business and it Is 
not known wbat action be will take In 
regard to tracing up tbe origin of tbe fiie. 
Tbe bouses were located in a part of tbe 
city where few persons are seen at night 
and it would have been easy for anyone 
to set it on fire during the nlgbt. .,

Harry Hodge,. fanwr, aurto, 


ILLINOIS CROP BULLETIN. 


lot 52O,BOO Out of 1,740,000 Acres of 


Wheat Seeded Not Flowed Up. 


Springfield, 111, May 13.-The follow- 


ng is the crop bulletin issued by the de- 
partment of agriculture: 


The Kay 1 crop reports received at the 
lepartment of agriculture on the condl- 
ion of winter wbetrf in Illinois corroborate 
be reports made earlier in the season M 
o tbe extent of tbe damage done by win 
sir-killing and floods to tbls crop. 


In tbe northern grand division of tbe 


state 68 per cent of tba area seeded is re- 
orted destroyed by these causes, leaving 
ut 18,500 acres for harvest. The worst 


reports come from cential Illinois, where 
3 per cent of the area seeded ia killed, 
41.000 acres being left for harvest, In 


be southern division 61 per Cent was de- 
troy ed, or 856,000 acres, leaving 861,000 
orharffiH, 


Taking the 3tat8 as a whole Into eon- 
deratioa, we find fbat of tbe 1,749,000 
ores seeded to wheat last fall, 1,239,500 
icres were either entirely destroyed or so 
early no that tbey have been plowed up, 
nd the ground will be devoted to other 
ops. The amount left, 520,500 acres, 
the smallest wheat area ever harvested 


n Illinois. 


It is exceedingly difficult to estimate 
le condition of so uneven a crap as wheat 
this spring. Ifae May reports indicate 
higher average than did those of March 
nd April. This Is due to tbe fact that 


tbe earlier date the plant bad not re- 
vered far enongh from the effects of the 
Inter to form a just estimate, but with 
ie warmer days a large area that it was 
lought was ruined has shown enough 
romlse to be allowed to grow. 
In northern Illinois tbe May 1 condi- 
on is reported as 54 per cent of a nor- 
al; in central Illinois 48 per cent, and 
tbe southern division 62 per cent, the 


tate average being 51 per cent. 
While ot similar habit and subject to 
18 game Influences as wheat, rye is a 
ardler plant and suffers less from an 
lual amount of freezing, etc. This sea- 
n tbe difference is very marked, but 32 
er cent of the rye crop being destroyed, 
ere being 28 per cent destroyed in nortb-

ite. In other words. 37,000 acres were 
inter killed and 96,500 acres will be 
arveeted. 
The May 1 condition of the crop in the 
orthern division of tbe state is 77 per 
nt of an average; in central Illinois it is 
per cent, and in tbe southern division 
per cent, the state average being 78 per 
nt.

Athens has always been audacious in 


the extreme, and her defiant little navy 
has of late been making quite a stir 
upon the Mediterranean; but the Athe- 
nian fleets of to-daj- are insignificant, 
both in numbers and th«ir relative 
strength, compared with those which 
the ancient city cent out on the came 
waters. Of course the individual ships 
are bigger now—though not so much 
larger as many imagine. But the Ath- 
ens of Pericles feared no "intervention 
of the powers," for she was herself the 
greatest power of them all. Long be- 
fore England, she boasted of the 
strength of her "wooden xvalls," and 
was the almost undisputed mistress of 
the sea. In her best days her admirals 
feared no odds and always held theiv 
own, 
sometimes jouting fleets that 


outnumbered their own fully three to 
one. 


How this marvelous superiority was 


attained—how the old Greek war chip 
was built and manned and handled in 
battle is a curious a.nd interesting 
problem. Without going into pedantic 
and confusing technicalities, I shall en- 
deavor to make plain the nature of the 
vessel, and the tactics that brought 
success to these Yankees of the ancien' 
world—for such the Athenians really 
were. 
. When we read that an old Greek gal- 
ley was propelled by means of oars, we 
naturally conclude that it was a slow 
aoid clumsy affair; but this is far from 
the truth. In fact, a first-class Athe- 
nian mam-of-war, or "trireme" was a 
light, trim craft, built upon graceful

only about 14 feet long, while the 
longest now in use in the British navy 
measure 18 feet. The oars of the lowest 
bank were barely '% feet in length.'— 
much shorter than those commonly used 
in a racing shell now-a-days. The upper 
deck of the trireme was not more than 
11 or 12 feet above the water; the total 
length was about 120 feet, and the 
breadth IS feet. 


Th« oars passed through portholes 


in the sides of the ship and were held 
in place by thongs—and in sailing on 
Greek waters I have noticed that the 
oars of row-boats are still mounted in 
much the same way by means of shorl 
loops of rope passing over the thole- 
pin. 
The portholes of the wor ships 


were quite large—cases are on record 
where insubordinate sailors were pun- 
ished by having their heads ignomin- 
iously thrust out through them—and 
shields or cushions of leather were used 
to keep the water from dashing in when 
the sea was rough. 


For steering, a broad-bladed sweep 


was mounted on each side near the 
stern. These were much more effective 
than an ordinary rudder; the big boat 
could be turned almost as sharply ns a 
canoe by the strokes of the paddle. 
Like the modern steam vessel, the tri- 
reme was furnished with sails which 
could be raised on occasion; but these 
were rarely used in conflict. 


The superiority of the Athenians was 


mainly due to their great skill in ma- 
neuvering. While others were inclined 
to rely upon boarding the vessels of the 
enemy, fighting it out hand to hand 
on the decks, much after the manner of 
a land battle, the Athenians used th« 
trireme itaelf as the chief weapon. The 
war ship was armed at the bow with a 
strong beak of metal whicil projected 
several feet just 'at the surface of the 
•n ater; the prow w as made very strong 
mid the whole boat framed and brafed 
to sustain the shock of collision witi 
impunity. The aim was to ram the op- 
posing vessel in the side, where it was 
comparatively weak, and so sink it. 


The Athenians were the cleverest sail- 


ors of Greece; by their quick dartings 
and backings and turnings they were 
:ilmost always able to take their ene- 
mies at a disadvantage. It was soon 
found that a small squadron of their 
snift, 
well-handled triremes 
could 


speedily disable a large fleet of less 
deftly managed craft; and at length the

lines, audio speed no contemptible rival 
even, of the modern steamship. Oue of 
our great "ocean greyhounds," with it? 
enormous, panting engines consuming 
coal so fabt that the parboiled stokers 
can scarcely shovel it in fast enough, is 
able by strenuous efforts to make slight- 
ly more than 20 miles an hour. 
A 


•trireme, under the most favorable con- 
ditions, could probably make about 15 
miles an hour—a rate quite equal to 
that of an ordinary steamboat. This is 
certainly surprising. How was such an 
achievement possible? 


It will perhaps seem less incredible 


when we consider the speed which 
may be reached in a racing shell driven 
by the muscle of trained oarsmen; but 
the cases are not closely parallel. The 
wonderful effects eness, of the trireme 
was secured 
by 
a system 
which 


brought to bear fully three times the 
number of oars which can be utilized in 
a boat of the same length to-day. 


This method was developed slowly. 


Th^ Homeric wariiors seem to have 
made their perilous voyages in open 
boats, urged forward by a long line of 
rowers ranged on each side in single 
file—about fifty in all. Then it was 
found that much pov. er could be gained 
by placing a second tier of oarsmen 
abov« the first, on raised benches, with 
oars long enough to reach the water 
just beyond the blades of those below; 
and by this means the possibilities of 
speed were ^uch increased, fiuch a 
craft was called a bireme; the trireme 
soon followed. 


In this perfected form, three tiers, or 


"banks,"" of oars wer** used on each side. 
The men were given barely 
room 


enough to make an effective stroke; 
they neire packed together, rank upon 
rank, as closely as the soldiers massed 
in the phalanx which made the Greeks 
invincible on shore during the same pe- 
riod, and the sides of the ship bristled 
with oare as thickly as the battle front 
with spears. The oarsmen in each tier 
were just three feet apart; but this 
gives a very imperfect idea of the com- 
pactness of the whole array. Let us 
begin with the man nearest the bow 
in the topmost bank. Almost between 
his knees, two feet below and one foot 
toward the stern, sat the correspond- 
ing oarsman of the second bank. 
Deep in tfce hold, two feet lower and 
one foot further aft, sat bis fellow 
in the third and last bank. 
The 


full rowing crew was nearly 200; and 
as they al! pulled in unison, one can 
easily see that the combined strength 
of so many brawny arms would drive 
the big rowboat onward wltii a speed 
almost equaling that of a screw pro- 
peller. 


Neither were the oars of such length 


and weight as to be at all unmanage- 
able. Those of the highest bank were 


very sight of their rakish hulls created 
a panic, so that the enemy was prac- 
tically beaten before the fight was fair- 
ly begun.
